Ron Miller 
writes the television colum, discussing 
James Gabbers, who operates KTZO, ch. 20 in 
San Francisco, Unlike most independent broad- 
casters who are complaining about the court 
decision against the "must-carry" rule, 
Gabbert is in favor of tne decision. He feels 
that if you run a good station and people like 
it, no cable operator would drop you, even if 
the law now allows it. And weaker competitors 
would be dropped from cable systems long be= 
fore KTZO would be. But writer Ron Miller 
adds his view of the decision. "Frankly, I 
think there's lots of room to argue on both 
Sides, but I'd hate to see ‘must earry' done 
away with completely. In the first place, lo 
cal cable companies operate as monopolies and 
should expect to sacrifice certain freedoms in 
return for that franchise. Ensuring that their 
subscribers will receive all local stations 
conveniently via cable seems to me a small 
iprice to pay. If ‘must carry' disappears for- 
ever, I don't think you'll see the Ch. 20s 
and Ch. 44s dropped by cable systems.

KGMB+9 airs 
most CBS p rograms, on a delayed basis, is on 
all night on weekends, but its satellites 
KGMV~3 Wailuku and KGMDe9 Hilo do not.

Waimea and K69BZ Lihue, but no mention of 
KO3EB Princeville-Hanalei or K68AY Waianae 
Coast.

Speaking of Santo Domingo. I'll plug a book that | 
enjoyed reading. It’s Santo Domingo Journal, by DXer Jeff 
White. It consists of 90 pages of narrative covering White's 
recent adventures in the Dominican Republic when Radio 
Earth was broadcasting over Radio Clarin. Buy it at $7.95 
from The Shortwave Store, N4561 Circle Drive, Cambridge 
WI 53523. Tell ’em I sent you. although there’s no commission 
to me. Rod O’Connor also sent a blurb from ALASKA 
magazine about a local Seward group, Puffin Public Broad- 
casting, selecting KSKA 91.1 Anchorage for rebroadcast 
over its K201 AO 88.1. It will get the KSKA signal via satellice. 
which is illegal for “lower-48” translators to do. Moody Broad- 
casting, however, has again petitioned the FCC for permission 
for satellite and microwave feeds to its translators. Moody con- 
tends that poor wintertime direct FM pickup make its moun- 
tain top translators unreliable. 

Walter Patton came through with new Canada time zone 
boundaries, which will be shown in the new Atlas. He’s not 
sure which it is-Yukon or Northwest Territories—does not 
observe daylight saving time. He also sent data to resolve some 
of the conflicts I saw in going through FCC-NTIS lists, for 
which I am also thankful. And he included an article on how 
AM stations in Canada are losing audiences to FM, but not yet 
at as fast a rate as in the U. S.~ 

California news from John Jefferson: KFMP *89.7 Prune- 
dale is aiming for early spring starting.. No sign yet of KSOL-1 
107.7 Pleasanton nor of KRQR-1 97.3 San Ramon. “KRQR is 
so strong here the latter will probably be noticeable only by 
the onset of multipath in the parimary (and in fact might even 
be on with DA away from me). but KSOL-1 will be quite 
obvious. KSCO 99.1 Santa Cruz's move to Loma Prieta is 
imminent: they’re just waiting on the paper work.” And John 
snet a program guide for KUSP *88.9 Santa Cruz, with its 
eclectic format. I notified KANZ *91.1 Garden City KS that 
they were giving the wrong cali sign for *98.3 Lamar CO, and 
the director writes back: “You're right on the K252BY call, . . 
We've corrected our ID.” 

Larry Fuss: “WVUA in Tuscaloosa is not the first or the 
only station to operate vertical only. Several stations in Miss- 
issippi have been doing it. I don’t know why. It appears to 
have been pioneered by the Mississippi Authority for Educa- 
tional TV. . . .Regarding IDs: The FCC's rules require that the 
legal ID be given ‘At the beginning and ending of each time of 
operation and hourly, as ose to the hour as feasible. at a 
natural break in program offerings’. (Sec. 73.1201.) It used to 
be plus/minus two minutes of top of hour. Stations like WHTZ 
that ID at :50 or at :10 (or whatever) are bending the rules 
just a bit regarding the ‘natural break in program offerings.” 
WYAY here does the same thing, At :54 they do their legal 
ID, ‘WYAY Gainesville-Atlanta, etc.,' and on the top of the 
hour they normally just say ‘Y-106’ and mention Atlanta. 
They hide their call lercérs and their true city license at :54. 
Seems to be a common practice, epecially among ‘rim- 
shotters’. . . When an FM {or a TV) is part of a combo with the 
same call letters, the FM (or TV) suffix is officially part of the 
call letrers and must be used even if the stations are not 
simulcast. For example, here in Atlanta we have WSB, which 
is an AM. The FM is WSB-FM and Channel 2 TV is WSB-TV. 
On a legal ID. the FM and TV MUST include the suffix. 

“And more ‘quoting from Sec. 73,1201): ‘If the same 
licensee operates an FM broadcast station and an AM broad- 
cast station and simultaneously broadcasts the same program 
over the facilities of both such stations, station identification 
announcements may be made jointly for both stationsfor 
periods of such simultaneous operation’. In the case of WLS 
in Chicago simulcasting, the legal ID could consist of “WLS 
AM and FM Chicago’, ‘WLS/WLS-FM Chicago’, or WLS FM 
and AM Chicago’. To ID as ‘WLS Chicago’ would not be a legal 
ID if a simulcast was in progress because it is [Ding the AM 
only. Continuing 73.1201: “If the call letters of the FM station 
do ‘not clearly reveal that it is an FM station, the joint 
announcement shall so identify it. So if you had an AM 
station with the call Jerters WAAA and an FM with the call 
letters WBBB, and you were simulcasting, ‘WAAA/WBBB 
Podunk’ would not constitute a legal ID. You would have to 
say ‘WAAA and WBBB (FM? Podunk’. You'd be surprisea now 
few people in radio are aware of that. 

“The ‘Foxy 96° nonID heard by Mike Dorner is WQFX 
in Gulfport-Biloxi. They're on 96.7 with a black. urban format. 
The new WFTW 96.5} is not on vet... . The chances are nil of 
operating a commercial station below 92.1. The FCC is very 
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protective of channels reserved for noncommercia] use.” 
Stations Larry mentioned as having v only in Mississippi are: 
WJSU *88.5 Jackson. WMAA *91.3 Jackson and WMAB-FM 
*89.9 Massie State, with a note with the latter saying: 
“Wavier granted to radiate vertical only." Larry also sent an 
article on broadcast industry mergers, with new owners 
cautioned, in the next few years, to control programming 
costs. which have skyrocketed in recent years. while revenue 
growth is slowing. Most of that analvsis. however, relates to 
television, although radio’s efficiency may have bottomed 
out, with stations now using satellite and taped automation 
being forced by competition in many markets to emorace 
live operation, which of course is costlier for the stations. 
He and W. R. McIntosh sent articles on hew FM radio 
station prices are soaring nationally. The article quotes 
veteran broadcaster Gene Autrey as selling a Los Angeles 
FM channel for $45,000 in 1949. Autrey thought he could 
tell a turkey when he saw it. and more than once Autrey 
“scorned the chance to own anFM radio station for a few 
thousand dollars... ... ‘It simply makes me sick. Autry said.” 
Now. all I have to do is ask WHICH L. A. channel was sold 
for $45,000, and I am sure at least two of you will write 
in and tell us all! Mc’s other article was about KCRW *89.9 
Santa Monica bringing in the new year with 30 hours com- 
plete of James Joyce's “Ulysses.” The station got permission 
trom Irish National Radio, along with the tapes which had to 
clear customs in a hurry for the broadcast. | thought it was 
public policy in Ireland to broadcast in Gaelic. not English, 
so | wonder if the tapes were really in English. 

Steve Apel was the first of three VUD readers so far who 
have identified W65H as being on 46.5 mHz in Hartford CT. 
From 1941-1943 the FCC had a svstem of station identifica 
tion different for FM than for any other band. before or since. 
“the first letter. either W or K. was used to identify the sta- 
tion’s region—east or west of the Mississippi River. The wizits 
in the middle referred to the final two digits of the station's 
frequency in the original 44-52 mHz FM band. The letter or 
letters that followed were a shorthand for the station's city 
of license. Thus. W65H was licensed to Hartford CT and 
operated at 46.5 mHz.” Steve has done a summary of major 
FCC rulemakings that have affected the development of FM 
radio. He plans to copyright the material. and offered to send 
me a copy. I'll say right here that ] would like to see the copy. 
and Steve and I can decide later what if anything should be 
used from his manuscript in this column or my newsletter. 

Robert Baker sent an article about an unusual happening 
in lowa. with KUCB *89.3. a blacs-owned station, rampaging 
off frequency. sometimes as far as 90.1, where it interferes 
with WOLFM Ames, or down to *88.9 to knock out lirtle 
KWDM West Des Moines. Tie KUCB transmitter is old and in 
an old truck-trailer without heat. When it gets cold the trans- 
mitter drifts. Zoning keeps it several blocks away from the sta- 
tion's studio. WOI-FM engineers have offered to help, but 
they find the KUCB engineers are part-time and do not return 
calls. The stations are trving to solve the problem themselves. 
rather than relying on the FCC. 

Tim McVey. who supplied much of the SCA information 
for his region of the country, is starting a rumor that WBAQ 
97.9 Greenville MS will be getting new call letters. He’s hearing 
them misidentify as “Z-98." He “noticed in Dec. column 
where ‘jazz funks out’ at WFAM 90.9 (FL). Crying shame. In 
Knoswville, University of TN’s WUTK 90.3 has eliminated or is 
eliminating the jazz and reggae programs, the staggeringly 
popular weekend r & b program. and the blues records to 
develop a top-40 and new rock his format. How disgusting in 
an area with two commercial rock-hits stations.”

Ron Wing contributes to the column from Wichita. He's 
hearing K261BL 100.1, a KCFO-FM 98.5 Tulsa OK translator.

The rebroadcast would get 
extremely noisy, then the translator shut itself off, 
Ree ere nee en wen bak Sei weh as 
extremely noisy signal, which would ually im: for a 
while; and chan ths whole thing would on ‘gain. The next 
day 1 did not hear the translator on the air at all." Shows what 
happens when broadcasters try to stick translators out too far 
for them to reliably receive the main channel. 

Frank Sulek sent a long write up from Joe Sullivan, the 
broadcast coordinator of » Bs Empire State Building, men- 
tioning the stations on the master antenna. All of that agrees 
with the information published here before, with the 
exception of WNYC-FM, which has a c.p. to broadcast from 
the World Trade Center, but which is still at the ESB. The 
report says: “A number of PM stations had ions to 
move to the World Trade Center, but did not follow through. 
They would have been subject to adjacent channel interference 
in some cases from FM stations in other cities. Those that 
wouldn't have and didn't move would have caused interference 
with other stations. Even FM stations now on the World Trade 
Center have complained of adjacent channel interference prob- 
lems.” The report does not mention the stations receiving or 
causing the alleged interference.

XPW, etc. Franklin Doolittle (the late, he died in 1984) started 
WDRC AM in 1922 and owned it until 1959. It ‘ed in the 
mid-20s with another AM station (WPAH) in early binaural/ 
stereo broadcasts. High frequency operation traces to 1936, 
but this may have been just a typical AM relay between 30-40 
mHz which was quite common in the period. We do know that 
Doolittle was rh 
the Major’s FM experiments. An inveterate experimenter, Doo- 
little may have experimented with FM as early as '36 (the IRE 
demonstration was in 11-35) . . . We do know Doolittle had an 
experimental authorization in the 40 mHz range under the call 
wixpw and built a 1 kw facility south of Hartford on Meri- 
den Mountain which went on the air in summer ‘40, This was 
an ex period in the developmental phase of FM with 
Daniel Noble, a U. of CT professor successfully demonstrating 
mobile FM police radio, resulting in its adoption by the CT 
State Police and other departments around the country. Noble 
then went to work for Motorola, theretofore principally a car 
receiver maker, But mobile radio is another iy The Meriden 
Mountain rig consisted of a 1 kw transmitter feeding » 6-bay 
turnstile antenna with open lines. Since the cables were short, 
this arrangement probably yielded something in the order of 
5 or 6 kw. The WORC-FM promentory overlooks the populous 
Connecticut River valley; even then, several million potential 
listeners were within 75 miles, the probable 50 uv/m radius (at 
40 mHz). Of course, 1-141 marks the date W65H came into 
existence and those calls were used until WORC-FM (still at 
46.5) took over in ‘43. The billboard pix was widely 
reproduced in various trade magazines late in 1941.” Al sent 
one from Milton Sleeper’s “FM” magazine, Oct., 1941. 

“At this time there was lots of FM acitivity within 100 
miles of Hartford. There were two outlets in the Worcester MA 
area including the 50 kw (more like 400 kw erp!) Yankee Net- 
work outlet high on Mt.Asnebunskit, And WTAG-AM had an 
FM adjunct as well. Travelers Insurance opened an FM adjunct 
to its WTIC-AM and Westinghouse had an FM adjunct to 
WBZA (the synchronous relay for WBZ-AM) in Springfield.

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More ambitious listeners could hear WGFM, the Schenectady 
NY GE outlet, Yankee’s Mount Washington NH relay (at 6290 
feet above sea level) plus a half dozen NYC area outlets, 
including Armstrong’s own 40 kw W2XMN. We also know 
from personal experience typical FM units of 1940-42 were 
hot performers, virtually all with tuned RF stages and enough 
IF amplification to hiss loudly between stations and if licensed 
Armstrong circuits, with two limiters to keep AM out. [FM 
suffered for years after the war because only a few 
manufacturers wanted to spend the money to produce quality 
circuits; the move to 100 mlz was ahead ane receiver 
technology and many shortcuts were taken to compete with 
the flood of cheap plastic AM sets that flooded the 1946-50 
replacement market} . 

“WDRC-FM operated until an unknown date in the late 
1950s when the license was apparently surrendered. Then, 
mysteriously, it came back on the air in 1959; I recall neasing 
it that year but being told there had been a lengthy period o 
silence; of the Hartford stations, only WTIC-FM carried on 
during FM’s mid-50s bleak period. So now WDRC-FM 
continues, claiming in “Broadcasting Yearbook” 1936 as its 
year of origin but apparently forgetting the 1950s hiatus. . . . I 
may also send a copy of an early FM dial with the call num- 
bers. Philco, Freed Eisemann, Zenith and GE all produced 
receivers (which I have) utilizing the call numbers, It was a 
good idea in its day but obviously coming up with hundreds 
of city letter combinations would have been a killer; 
Pittsburgh got the simple letter P while its much larger cross- 
state rival took on PH." [And I suppose Punxsutawney would 
get PU!—b.c.}

MORE ON ARGENTINA FM DX 


SPECIAL REPORT 


On Tuesday, 15 October 1985, there was a new Transequatorial (TE) F2 
opening from Cental America during the 1940 to 2025 EST period. I 
have heard these frequencies: 


FROM ANSELMO ROCCAFORTE 


88.1 MHz Radio Revelacion, Guayama, PUERTO RICO. 

87.7 MHz unidentify, in Spanish 

88.9 MHz maybe WJDZ-FM Levitton, PUERTO RICO. In English 

90.5 MHz unidentify, in Spanish; the frequency doesn't 
belong to Puerto Rico; the station belonged to the 
Presbyterian Church. 

91.3 MHz unidentify, in English, maybe WIPR-FM San Juan PR 


I don't know if WJDZ and WIPR broadcast in both languages; if anyone 
has information about it, it could be useful to help me identify.

With the approach of the Spring, in this part of the world, the DX in 
the bands above 30 MHz had increased in a dramatic way. 


During the last week of September the tropo propagation over the Rio 
de la Plata had been enhanced, because an anticyclone system 
wasstationary over a big area. 


‘I had received a new FM station from Uruguay: CX 222 (92.3) Emisora 
Libertador FM Stereo, FM Florida City. It is a low power station, and 
it is situated 150 miles from my home; now the station can be heard 
daily. During my first reception, September 26, 1985 0900 EST, it was 
possible to hear. during the fadings of CX 222, a FM station from 
Asuncion, PARAGUAY (700 miles from my home) on the same channel, 92.3 
MHz. 


Early the same morning, 0600 EST, 1000 GMT, I had heard LRH 251 Radio 
Chaco FM, Resistencia, Argentina, 101.5 MHz (450 miles). 


The VHF ham band had benefited, too, with the tropo propagation. The 
repeaters of Montevideo, Uruguay (output = 147.240 MHz, input +.600) 
was used as a bridge by hams from Argentina and Uruguay, with a total 
distance of near 400 miles. 


During the earthquakes in Mexico our repeaters had been used to 
collect the names of Argentine citizens living in Mexico City, and 
passed to Mexico on 14151 kHz USB. 


* * * * * * * * * * 


Five years ago I bought a Bearcat 220, and after 4 years of heavy use 
I had problems with the keyboard. A year ago. I wrote a letter to 
Electra asking for a new keyboard; they sent me a letter with the 
price of $5 U.S. and $15 U.S. for handling and shipping.

Uniden sent me the keyboard 
without my having to pay again, which is now impossible for me to do 
due to economic restrictions on sending money to foreign countries 
from Argentina.

SPECIAL REPORT More On Argentina FM DX 


FM in Buenos Aires 


Buenos Atfres is the capital city of Argentina, in which nearly six 
million people live, and seven million in suburban areas. I live 45 
miles from Buenos Aires. There are 11 FM stations on-air, all of 
which have studios and transmitters in the city. 

This list shows the actual status: 


91.9 MHz LS 1 Radio Municipal {non-commercial, municipal) 
94.3 MHz LR 1 Radio El Mundo (commercial)

channel of FM's LRA 37 broadcasts the same program as AM. but LRA 38 
has a different program in stereo during the afternoon and the night. 
The format of their programming is classical music, news programs, 
folk music. 


The other stations are all commercial; the format of their programs is 


similar: rock and rol? and pop music. News programs are broadcast at 
the top of the hour. Maybe it could sound incredible, but the FM 
stations have the same call letters as the AM stations to which they 
belong, except Radio Nacional. Throughout the country, the FM 


commercial stations are paired with one on AM, an AM station grant has

Seriously, on that matter, I have not received any information about the Spacelab z 
jonospheric/plasma experiments yet. (Tech Topix, Sept. '8°) As a matte: of opinion 
I woul? dorbt the snagzing of any distant stations via reflections off the plasma 
experiments because they affected so small an area of the lonosphere, More likely 
would be the chances of reflection off the charged trail left behind by the orbiter 
itself. Verification of this would require extensive celeulation of the locations of 
the transmitter, your QTH, and the shuttle orbiter.

Now a word about my column on selectivity. (Tech Topix, Apr. '85) I realized (and 
thanks for reminding me, Joseph Fela, and cthers!) that I committed a grave error of 
omission which I wil? rectify here, if you will permit. Somehow Tf managed te onit 
perhaps the most important tuner spec to DX'ers: Adjacent Charnel Selectivity. 

This is the spec thet 99% of manufacturers do not publish. It is the spec that 
Leonard Feldman fails to report in his veviews fcr Audio magazine, ind it is the 
spec that separates the men from the boys, as it were. 


As some of you know, adjacent channel selectivity (I'll call it ACS) is the ebility 
to separate stations t).at are next to each other on the dial (that is, two neighbor- 
ing che nels), while the altemmate channel selectivity is the ability to separate 
stations that are two channels apart. While tuners on the hi-fi market typically 
exhibit 60dB or better alternate channel selectivity, few can muster up much more 
than 5 or 10 dB ACS, That, of course, is not that good in an arecz where the dial is 
crowded with strong signals, Even here in rural west Tennessee, My Pioneer F-5, with 
ite crummy ACS, has at least eight or ten channels rendered useless for cXting at any 
time due to spillover and confused PLL action, 


Por the sake of completeness I ~anaget to diz up a few specs (thanx to Marty Barvin- 
chak for some of these), For instance, the legendary, discontinued Mac MR~78, 
considered by some tc be the kest home tuner evermmade, had selectable ACS of Ty 62 
and 55 dB, Few manufacturers come close, except for the Onkyo T-~9090 FM-only tuner 
which, at $600, may be the best news to come along in awhile for PM Dkters, It sports 
alternate channel selectivity of ®80d3 and ‘7S az much ae 5043, The Carver ™%71t is 
a‘so capable of great things and gives you },°-S9 aB aGS for $600. Most of the ther 
tuners mentioned in the article care in at 10 dB or less.

This month Tech Topix will provide you with something to do during the cold months. 
Our project for today is a headphone amplifier which can be used to provide the 
benefits of sound to tuners, tape decks, SCA decoders, etc. Perhaps some owners 

of otherwise very nice tuners might wish to install an amp such as this one dire- 
etly into their amp-less equipment for traveling. Maybe there is a communications 
receiver in your shack with an icy audio section. 


The circuit I have de-igned is inexpensive, has hi-fidelity sound, is very simpve to 
assemble, and all of its parts can be purchased at Radio Shack. 
a separate cabinet with its own power supply (o~ an AC wall adapter) and appropriate 
connectors, or wirec inte a piece of equipment and powered off same, There is arple 
umph for headphone listening (about # W) and the amp will drive small loudspeakers 
(less thar 5") directly. It does not generate RFI or other noise problems. 


The IM38f integrated circuit was made specifically for battery-operated operations 
in consumer electronics. This means small tape recorders, portable radios, and such. 
Intended supply voltages range from 4 to 12 VDC and typical supply current is 50mA. 
Power dissipation is 600mW maximum for the package at room temperature. 


Gain of the 386 is internally set to 20 (264B). The capacitors on pins 3 and 7 are 
typasses to prevent oscillation, Rl and Ch make up a damper which ensures transition 
oscillation (which would drive an AM radio crazy) does not occur during a negative 
swing into a low impedance load. 


Figure 1 i: the circuit and Fig. 2 is the wiring diagram. As in all good audio work, 
keep the leats short and neat. Keep the bypass caps as close as possible to the IC. 
Ground all signals to one point, if possible, Of course, one needs two of there for 
stereo operation, and the pot specified in the parts list is « dual, ganged unit. 


There are several options on the output connectior, Figure 3 shows how to wire a 
closed circuit tack (R.S. #274-251 or 252) to silence a built-in speaker when the 
headphones are plugzed in. Figure lh shows how to wire the headphone jack to serve 
as a power switch (B.S. # 27-252 or 277). This allows the amp to be turned off 
when the headphones are unplugged. 


Now a comment on level matching. The outputs of stereo tuners and disc players, 
the “audio output" jacks of TV's and VCR's, and the "tape play" outputs of tape 
decks all provie: a “line-level" signal, This is a medium to high impedance (2k to 
100 k ohms typically) ac audio sign:1 of about 500 mV. (On tuners, audio output 
will be specified at 100% modulatior.) ‘The inputs of tape decks, equalizers, and 
boom boxes with "aux in" jacks are designed to accept line~level signals, as is the 
input of the headphone amp described here. Thus, our amp is compatable with pract- 
ically all audio equipment. The amp is not recommended for use with turntables, as 
their signals require equalization and amplification ahead of our amp. 


In operation, the amplifier is very quiet end has clean response from 0 to 25000Hz. 
It is possible to :dd scme degree of tone control, if derired or reguired. To red- 
uce treble response, place a small Gisc capacitor from pin 2 to ground. (across R3) 
Tis has the effect of shunting higher frequencies, and smaller values of cap. affect 
highre frequencies. To increase treble response, solder a small capacitor across R2 
or betweer the two high terminals of the vclume pot. Experiment with the capacitors 
to find the most suitable values. 


If it is desired to connect the amp to a receiver with no line-level outputs (i.e. 

a portable radio or communications receiver), one must open up the case and gain 
access tc the terminals on its volume control, Use an ohmmeter to determine which of 
the thre: terminals is connected to ground (tne chassis, or common) and connect your 
input wire's shielc here. Then cornect the center conductor to either of the other 
terninals as gives the best results. 


Gord luck.,.and if you have problems building this (although I can't imagine what), 
write and ask.

In big cities such as St. Louis, in whose snadow I live in, rock music 
stations are the biggest part of Fx radio here, There is only one album- 
oriented reck station in St. Louis, tnat is Kons (94.7). The popularity of 
Top 40 is widespread, mostly concentrated on Ania (103.3), with Kwa (106.5) 
mixing that in with recent hits, Adult Contemporary is possibly the type 
of r that grabs the lion's share of Sot. Louis radio listeners and stations, 
KSD (93.7), KADI (96,3), KYKY (98,1) and wux¥ (101,1) all have one sort or 
another of this form:t, KADI sometimes leens more toward Crin, while wut 
plays jazz at night, Other rockers audible in St, Louis sre WshI (106.1, 
Litchfield, IL) and wGEL (Greenville, IL, 101.7 (ietro Hast)). 


Country, a staple in most Midwestern towns, had been the domain of 
WIL (92,3) until WKKxX (104,1, ex-wdii) hit the airwaves in Cctober of 
1985, WKKX started out with @ bang by playing 2,104 (count them, two thou- 
sand, one hundred and four) country favorites in s row. Then, they startea 
playing ten in a row every hour, WIL started claiming ten in a row, but, 
in listening to wIL, I have heard, 4t most, three in a row, Other country 
stations audible in St. Louis sre iTdd (Farmington, m0, 98.5), sSGu (Ste, 
Genevieve, MO, 105.7) and KLPW (Union, m0, 101.7 (metro west)). 


Easy listening has been the domain of KEZK (102.5) since 1980 when the 
old KCGFmM became KSD, But now, KLTH (97.1, ex-KCFn) is going after Kia's 
audience with a "light music" format. BAgy listening, also known as “doc- 
tor's office music", “grocery store music" and most commonly "beautiful 
music", has been on a decline in recent years due to a glut of stations 
programming the format, similer to what nappened to 40am in the early 1980s,

type of music. Nowadays, classical music is a public radio mainstay. 


Religion, another staple in Midwestern towns, is available on only 
one FM station. That's wCBw (104.9), when they are not running religious 
programming, WCBW goes toward the excitement of Christian rock, If that

St, Louis has been without an ethnic Fa station since 1980 when KSCF 
(now KLTH) became KCFM with a nostalgia format, wouble Helix, a non-profit 
Group, ran ethnie station Koa until they sola the station to a commercial 
eee in the mia 1970s (the station is now KzdK). The non-profit group 
oe applied for and was granted 88.1, but that could run into a challenge 
rom the St. Louis Community College in the near future, 
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The growth of college and high school radio in the 1960s nas turned 
some heads in the marketplace. Big college stations run NPa programming, 
like WSIE (88.7) and KwMU (90.7). Others have music formats, like KCFV 
ees 5, STL Community College, rp), KOLC (89.1, Lindenwood College, j), 
ch ts9, 9, L&C Community College, r), Kwa ($0.3, washington University, 
i and nowesilent WIPC (95,5, Principia College, pr). High school stations 
program various formats, The most powerful of which is ASL (91.5), a talk- 
oriented station run by the St. Louis Fublic Schools. most high-school 
stations run low power, like aitenour nigh School's KaSn (90.1, p format) 
and Cahokia High School's WT (89.5, m format), won-commercial operators 
like Hyde Park Association's K5DY (89,9, Jj) and the Young Men's Christian 
Association's KYMC (89.7, rp). Some stations use one frequency during the 
summer and another station uses it during the winter, One example is “89.9, 
where KBDY uses it in the summer and WLCA uses it in the winter, 


What would be @ big city without 4 soul station? St, Louis has an ab- 
undance of those stations, with WZEN (100.3) and dbJdm (107.7) running the 
format, WZEN tends to play 4 soul classic from the 1960s and 1970s on oo- 
casion, while KMJM goes more towards current soul hits, There is a rumor 
that KMJM is going AOx, one thing I hope will never happen, 


St. Louis FM hes changed considerably since KFUO signed on 99,1 in the 
early 1950s or so, Now, AM is facing the same changes 4s FM did in the early 
19708, so by 1990 or so, FM and AM would be equal, I think that. Fh is the wave 
of the future, but with all the negative comments made about AM, it could 
lose some punch as we race toward the twenty-first century, St. Louis Fx will 
also change with time (and the Arbitrons),
